ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  YEARLY  MEETING 

The  Committee  on  Arrangements,  James  and 
Edith  Dewees,  John  and  Ann  Salyer,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing report  concerning  the  Meeting. 

Yearly  Meeting  will  be  held  August  18  to 
21,  at  Arizona  Church  Conference  Center,  Pres- 
cott, Arizona.  The  first  session  will  be  Thurs- 
day evening;  dinner  will  be  served  at  the  camp 
that  night.  The  last  meal  will  be  Sunday  noon. 
Location  and  Transportation-.  Arizona  Church 
Conference  Center  is  VA  miles  from  the  center 
of  Prescott.  Signs  will  be  placed  for  directions. 
Prescott  is  on  U.S.  Highway  89,  and  can  be 
reached  from  Ashfork  or  Flagstaff  on  the  north, 
and  Congress  Junction  or  Phoenix  on  the  south. 

Prescott  can  be  reached  by  Santa  Fe  Rail- 


road, which  runs  a train  daily  from  Ashfork  or 
Phoenix,  or  by  Continental  Trailways  or  Grey- 
hound busses,  which  run  through  Prescott  sev- 
eral times  a day.  Bonanza  and  Frontier  Airlines 
maintain  regularly  scheduled  services  to  Pres- 
cott and  make  connections  with  all  major  air- 
lines either  in  Phoenix,  Denver  or  Las  Vegas. 
Transportation  from  the  depot  or  bus  station 
will  be  provided  for  those  requesting  it. 

Accommodations : Arizona  Church  Conference 
has  accommodations  in  the  form  of  cabins,  with 
lavatories,  and  dormitories.  Families  will  be 
assigned  to  cabins  as  they  are  available.  Single 
persons,  and  perhaps  some  young  people  will 
be  assigned  to  dormitories.  For  cabins  and 
dormitories  the  charges  will  be: 

Adults,  $10 
Children,  5 to  16,  $8 

Children  under  5,  meals  free.  Children  3 to 
5,  lodging,  $1.50. 

This  includes  meals  from  dinner  August  18  to 
lunch  August  21. 

Camping:  Space  for  trailers  and  tents  is  avail- 
able. There  are  no  facilities  for  cooking  on  the 
Center  grounds.  Charges  are  25c  per  night  for 
each  person  over  3.  There  are  several  Forest 
Service  public  camping  grounds  just  to  the 
south  of  Prescott.  These  sites  contain  rest 
houses  and  fireplaces. 

Individual  meals  are  served  in  the  dining  room 
as  follows: 

Breakfast,  for  adults  50c;  for  children  5 to  12, 
50c. 

Lunch,  for  adults,  75c;  for  children,  38c. 
Dinner,  for  adults  $1.00,  children  50c. 

Living  outside  of  camp:  Prescott  has  many  fine 
hotels  and  tourist  courts  for  any  individuals  who 
may  desire  to  arrange  for  their  own  lodging. 
There  is  a charge  of  25c  per  day  for  each  per- 
son over  3,  who  is  living  off  the  grounds. 
Registration:  Again  this  year  a registration  fee 
of  $2.00  must  accompany  the  registration  of 
each  adult.  Deadline  for  registration  for  the  en- 
tire period  is  August  10.  There  can  be  no  re- 
funds after  that  time.  With  the  receipt  for  reg- 
istration will  be  sent  a map  and  other  informa- 
tion. A registration  blank  will  appear  in  a forth- 
coming Bulletin. 

Interim  Committee:  The  Interim  Committee 
will  be  meeting  Thursday  morning  at  the  camp. 
Arrangements  will  be  made  for  members  and 
their  families  to  stay  at  the  camp  Wednesday 
night,  cost  to  be  prorated  on  the  basis  of  60c 
per  night  per  person,  and  food  costs  compar- 
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able  to  the  regular  rates  applying  to  family 
camp.

PACIFIC  OAKS  SUMMER  SESSION 

For  the  third  successive  summer  Pacific  Oaks 
Friends  School,  in  collaboration  with  Occidental  Col- 
lege, is  offering  courses  in  practical  early  childhood 
education.  This  year  the  program  is  of  special  signi- 
ficance because  a grant  by  the  Rosenberg  Foundation 
of  San  Francisco  has  enabled  Pacific  Oaks  and  Occiden- 
tal College  to  offer  a challenging  workshop  on  the  child 
with  special  needs  in  the  normal  group.  Areas  of  special 
need  to  be  considered  include  children  who  are  gifted, 
retarded,  visually  or  orthopedically  handicapped,  hard 
of  hearing,  or  emotionally  disturbed. 

The  summer  workshop  runs  from  June  27  to  July 
22,  and  includes  four  other  courses:  student  teaching 
in  nursery  school  or  kindergarten,  child  growth  and 
development,  music  in  early  childhood  education  and 
program  building  in  nursery  school.  Full  information 
on  credits,  applications,  scholarships  available,  faculty, 
work  requirements,  etc.  should  be  sent  to  Pacific  Oaks 
Friends  School,  714  W.  California  St.,  Pasadena. 


FUNCTIONS  OF  A QUARTERLY  MEETING 

A committee  of  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  has 
been  studying  the  purposes  and  functions  of  a Quarterly 
ox  Half-Yearly  Meeting.  Following  is  their  statement 
presented  for  study  to  their  Quarterly  Meeting: 

“The  purpose  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  is  to  bring 
together  for  mutual  counsel  and  inspiration  members  of 
the  several  Monthly  Meetings,  in  the  belief  that  fellow- 
ship and  sharing  of  Friendly  concerns  among  a wider 
group  of  Friends  than  is  represented  by  one  Monthly 
Meeting  will  promote  spiritual  growth  in  each  partici- 
pating Meeting.  It  provides  the  opportunity  for  com- 
mon worship  and  the  sharing  of  spiritual  insights. 

“Reports  should  be  thoughtfully  prepared  by  the 
individual  Meetings  as  to  their  spiritual  and  material 
condition,  and  should  include  information  as  to  their 
major  testimonies  and  concerns,  especially  those  on 
which  they  feel  they  should  benefit  by  advice  and  coun- 
sel from  other  Meetings. 

“In  the  Quarterly  Meeting  program,  use  should  be 
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made  of  movies,  speakers,  and  similar  resources  in  areas 
of  faith  and  practice  about  which  a general  concern  has 
been  expressed  in  the  Quarter. 

“Informal  visitation  between  Meetings  and  mem- 
bers of  Meetings  should  be  encouraged  both  at  the  time 
of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  and  during  the  intervening 
months.” 

William  James,  clerk  of  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting,  adds  the  folowing  less  formal  statement:  “A 
Quarterly  Meeting  gives  opportunity  for  concerns  and 
questions  to  be  cared  for  on  a local  or  district  level 
rather  than  sending  them  all  up  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
where  it  takes  too  much  time  and  effort  to  explain  all 
the  reasons  for  them.”  Certain  concerns  originating  in 
small  groups  should  come  up  to  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
he  adds,  but  certain  matters  should  be  brought  before 
Quarterly  Meetings  first  and  some  are  unsuitable  for 
Yearly  Meeting  at  all,  such  as  personality  problems.

Tapes  for  World  Un- 
derstanding is  a non-profit  organization  for  the  collec- 
tion and  distribution  of  talks,  programs,  and  other  ma- 
terial on  the  general  subjects  of  peace  education,  under- 
standing of  our  world  neighbors  and  problems.  . . I 
would  like  to  hear  from  individuals  or  organizations 
which  would  like  to  join  in  this  venture  by  receiving, 
sending  or  trading  tape  recordings.  If  you  are  inter- 
ested or  have  any  comments  or  suggestions,  please  let 
me  know.”

He  worked  tirelessly 
for  the  welfare  of  Indians,  giving  unstintinglv  of  him- 
self, often  under  extremely  adverse  circumstances.”

La  Jolla  Meeting  recently  sent  a letter  to  John  Fos- 
ter Dulles  on  the  question  of  defense  of  the  off-shore 
islands  of  Qucmoy  and  Matsu,  near  Formosa.  “We 
wondered,”  it  said  in  part,  “whether  you  have  consid- 


ered what  might  be  God’s  solution  to  this  problem. 
Would  he  consider  loyalty  to  an  ally  more  important 
than  the  welfare  of  many  people?  Would  God  consider 
any  action  justified  if  it  risked  atomic  war  for  a large 
part  of  the  world?  . . . These  are  problems  which  are 
not  easy  of  solution,  we  know,  but  feeling  that  God 
does  have  the  answers  to  these  questions,  our  prayers 
are  that  you  may  have  the  vision,  courage  and  stamina 
to  pursue  God’s  will  as  you  may  find  it  through  your 
prayers.”

NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

Vancouver  Friends  extended  a warm  welcome  to 
visiting  Friends;  about  thirty  were  present. 

Reports  were  received  from  representatives  of  the 
following  Meetings:  Vancouver,  Victoria,  Calgary,  Uni- 
versity (Seattle),  Willamette  Valley  (Corvallis,  Eugene, 
Salem  and  Portland,  Oregon),  and  the  Kootenay  district 
of  B.C.  (including  Argenta  and  Creston).  Edmonton, 
Alberta,  was  also  reported  on.  The  smaller  groups  are 
growing  steadily  and  are  struggling  with  the  need  for 
permanent  meeting  houses,  private  homes  proving  too 
small  for  the  increased  attendance.  The  importance  of 
intervisitation  was  stressed.  Argenta  Friends  realize  the 
danger  of  their  having  an  isolated  “school  of  thought” 
and  hope  for  a wider  contact  with  B.C.  Friends.  Svm- 
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pathy  was  felt  for  the  Pollard  family  of  Argenta,  whose 
home  was  destroyed  recently  by  fire. 

A query  as  to  the  function  of  Quarterly  Meetings 
was  raised  and  it  was  felt  that  significant  features  should 
be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting.  Monthly  Meetings 
were  asked  to  send  in  a report  of  their  thinking.  It  Was 
felt  it  would  be  better  to  call  these  gatherings  Half- 
Yearly  Meetings  instead  of  Quarterly  Meetings,  since 
they  are  held  only  twice  a year. 

Richard  Broughton  gave  a day-by-day  account  of 
the  recent  visit  paid  by  Dorothy  Starr,  Canadian  Friends 
Service  Committee,  Stephen  Cary,  American  Friends 
Service  Committee,  and  himself,  to  Doukhobor  centres, 
government  officials,  and  Friends  in  conection  with  the 
problems  of  the  Sons  of  Freedom.  Friends  await  with 
great  interest  further  reports  on  this  visit.  Warm  appre- 
ciation was  expressed  by  Richard  Broughton  and  others 
for  the  work  which  has  been  done  by  Emmett  and  Zoe 
Gulley. 

The  evening  meeting  was  addressed  by  Malcolm 
Blackburn,  a Presbyterian  minister  who  has  been  work- 
ing with  Narcotics  Anonymous.  He  brought  clearly  be- 
fore us  problems  of  drug  addiction  and  the  responsibili- 
ties of  the  community. 

The  meeting  for  worship  on  Sunday  was  well  at- 
tended and  most  helpful.  The  next  meeting  of  North- 
west Quarter  will  be  in  Seattle,  October  8 and  9,  1955.

HIDDEN  VILLA  RETREAT 

Nineteen  Friends  gathered  for  a week-end  retreat 
at  Plidden  Villa  Hostel,  Los  Altos,  Calif.,  April  22  to 
24.  A spirit  of  worship  was  generally  maintained 
through  the  period,  without  imposing  a rigid  rule  of 
silence.  Reading  aloud  at  meals  was  appreciated.  Meet- 
ings for  worship  and  fellowship  began  and  ended  the 
days.  Walks  in  the  hills  were  refreshing  to  both  body 
and  spirit.  Perhaps  because  of  the  silence,  the  bird  life 
around  the  hostel  seemed  unusually  rich,  and  the  ex- 
quisite motion  of  a hummingbird  was  a true  part  of  the 
experience.  A select  library  of  devotional  works  was 
much  used.  Domestc  tasks  were  shared  by  all.  In  the 
concluding  meeting  experiences  were  shared,  and 
Friends  compared  their  previous  expectations  with  their 
experiences.  It  was  generally  felt  that  the  experience 
had  been  refreshing,  though  some  who  were  unaccus- 
tomed to  such  occasions  found  it  difficult  to  use  all  the 
time  profitably. 

The  following  Queries  were  suggested  as  a possible 
guide  in  future  retreats: 

Do  we  maintain  a spirit  of  worship  at  all  times? 

Do  we  avoid  unnecessary  conversation,  not  required 
by  friendliness,  by  the  common  tasks  of  housekeeping, 
or  by  a concern  for  mothers? 

Are  we  too  absorbed  by  our  own  spiritual  states 
and  problems  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  others,  both 
material  and  spiritual? 

Do  we  increase  in  love  as  we  continue  together?
